'T was my deſire that My Brother's Son , 
Jabkurſoe should be ſent for to come to 
me to hear my laſt Words, whom I have 

appointed KING after me. My Brother's 
Son, This day I deliver my Heart into thy 
Boſom,and would have thee love that which 
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' . is Good, and to keep Good 5Company, and to 
refufe that which 15 Fyil;” and--ro avoid 
bad- Company; Now inaſmuch as have de- 
livered my Heart into thy .Boſom, I allo 
deliver my Boſom to keep my Heart there- 
m; therefore always be fure'to walk in a 
Gogd Path,, and never depart out of it. 

And if any Indians should ſpeak any evil 
of Indians or Chriſtians, do not joyn with 
it, but ro look to that/which ts God, 'and 
to join with the ſame always. Look at the 
Sun from the Riſing of it to the Setting of 
the ſame. In Speeches that shall be made 
between the Indians and the Chriſtians, if 
any thing be ſpoke that is Evil, do not join 
with that but join with that which i 1s Good; 

and when Speeches are made, do not thou 
ſpeak firſt, but Jet all. ſpeak before thee, 
and take oood notice what each man ſpeaks, 
and when thou haſt heard all, join to that 
which 1s Good. Brother's "ag I would 
have thee to cleanſe thy Ears, and take all 
Darkneſs and Foulneſs out , that thou maiſt 
take notice of that which ts Good and Evil, 
and then to joyn with that which is Good, 


-  .and refuſe the Ev; and alſo to cleanſe

thy Eyes that thou maiſt ſec both Good and. 
Fyil:: and if thou ſee any Evil do not joyn 
with it, but joyn to that which is Good. 
Brother's Son, Thou haſt heard a!l that is 
paſt: now I would have thee to ſtand up 
In; time. of Speeches, and to ſtand in my 
Steps, and follow my Speeches as | have 
{aid before thee, then what thou doſt deſire 
in Reaſon will be granted thee: Why 
Should thou not follggyr my Example inat- 
much as | have had a mind to do that which 
is Good, and therefore do thou allo the 
lame. Whereas Schoppy and Swanpis were 
appointed Kings by me in my ſtead, and [ 
underſtanding by my Door that Sehoppy 
ſecretly adviſed him not. to Cure me, and 
they both being with me at John Hollings- 
heads Houle, there I my ſelf [ec by them chat 
they were given more fo Drink than to take 
notice of my Laft Words , for | had a mind 
to make a Speech to them, and ro my 
Brethren the English Commis/toners, there- 
fore I refuſed them to be Kings after me 
in my ſtead, and have choſen my Brother's 
Son Jabkirſoe i their ſtead to ſuceced 
me,
